Discovery of the Body. 

The body was discovered at 11 o’clock by 
Whitney Morford of 317 West Thirty-ninth 
street. He was making his way along the 
pier preparatory to fishing when he was 
startied at sight of the body at the bottom of 
one of the'breakwater “ wells.” 

‘The structure at“this point is becoming 
dilapidated. Formerly it was boarded over 
at the top and the sections filled with stone. 
But in many places the heavy oak covering 
has been torn away by the water and the 
pier tunneled out from beneath, allowing the 
stones to leak out into the lake. It was in 


_} One of these empty sections that the body of 


the girl was discovered. , 

In hopping along the railing of the break- 
water Morford glanced downward and saw 
an arm and leg of a human body protrud- 
ing from beneath the side piling at the bot- 
tom of the well. A part of the head was 
also visible.‘ A mass of tumbled brown hair 
hung down and was being tossed over the 
green-covered stones. 

Morford cid not stop to make an investiga- 
tion, but immediately called the police. The 
wagon of the Stanton Avenue Station came 
and the men brought the body to the top of 
the breakwater. 


About the Garments. 


At one corner of the “ well’’ was found a 
brown and white striped apron, which looked 
as though it had been used by a school- 
girl. There was also a gauze shirt waist of 
white, which had been twisted out of shape. 


‘The body could only be brought out after 


the police had got on their knees and 
dragged it from beneath the piling. There 
is an aperture at the south end of the well, 
not, over two feet in width, into which the 
body apparently had been pushed. 

The arms were bare. Nothing covered the 
chest except a light undergarment. The 
legs were covered also by an undergarment. 
There were black stockings, reaching to the 
knees, tied with yellow ribbons. The girl. 


‘wore No. 4 shoes, which were marked “ E 


1849."" They were of the black laced kind 
and apparently had been used in bicycling. 
In hunting around under the piling a Tam 
o’ Shanter hat was brought out. This head- 
gear was of leather, with yellow leather 
trimmings. On it was pinned a cheap lead 
ornament of a man and woman riding a 
tandem bicycle. 


_ . Marks on the Body. . 

The body was removed to Foelch’s under- 
taking rooms, 261 Thirty-fifth street. Here 
the police made a critical examination. 

The dead girl was five feet in height and 
weighed about 100 pounds. She had light 


hair and gray eyes. Two teeth were miss- 
ing, one on the upper sidc and one.ey: the. 
De eyes looked as though théy had 


én Pounded into-a jelly by a prize fighter. 


The fiésh ‘was réd and black from severe 


contact with some object. On each side of 
the jaw were angry bruises, which looked 
as though she had been struck repeatedly. 
Her arms and legs were comparatively ex- 
posed, and if the bruises on the face had 
come from the rocks it would seem that the 


wrists also would have been. But outside 
of a few contusions om the chest, which{was 


covered by the light undershirt, there were 
no marks. 
William Conroy’s Story. 

William Conroy, Company B, Seventh IIli- 
nois Infantry, now living at 3559 Cottage 
Grove avenue, was present when the body 
was brought from the “ well.’’ “He was fish- 
ing in the vicinity, and the police called him 
to assist them. He went down into the 
* well’? and hunted around among the 
slimy stones for articles of clothing. 

“The water had been quiet ever since 7 
o’clock in the morning,” Conroy said, “‘ and, 
as I understand it, there was little sea on the 
night before. If the girl committed suicide 
by throwing herself off the breakwater into 
the lake, then I cannot understand how she 
was tossed underneath the piling into this 
‘well.’ Whep I got there the water did not 
touch her body, and, from the condition of 
the remains, they evidently had not been in 
the water long. The body, as it lay under 
the piling, did not come in contact with the 
waves. It would take a strong sea to throw 
it underneath this piling inside the break- 
water and deposit it in the position where it 
was found. . 

“'The position of the girl’s hands looked 
as though she had struggled violently to 
save herself from death. From the way. her 
arms were raised it appeared that she had 
attempted to cling to the sides of the break- 
water. But if she had opce been in deep 
water and managed to get into the place 
where she was found she would have been 
safe enough, and there was hardly enough

“Another article which the police picked 
up within a short distance was 4 piece of 
chenille, which had evidently been part of 
a table cover or portiere. 
“““'Phis piece of chenille might have been 
used as a skirt and has been either torn from 
the girl or discarded by her when she 
reached the breakwater. ) | 
“JT also wondered what this girl did with 
the white and brown striped apron which 
I picked up. I measured it and found it was 
two feet too short for her. It is hard to see 
what she was doing with an article of this 
kind unless she’ wore it as a sort of under- 
skirt, and I do not see how she could have 
got into it. 
Guess as to Time of Death. 
“There is one thing certain. The girl 
had not betn in the water more than a few 
hours. She must have been drowned last 
night, or at least her body must have come 
into the breakwater during the night, for it 
could not have been there the preceding day 
without some one noticing it. Fishermen 
are constantly passing up and down, this 
pier. There are a number of nets only a few 
feet away. The fishermen have to pass over 
this opening to get from one portion of the 
pier to another, and it is natural to look 
downward, as the walking is pretty risky 
and one has to be careful. Another thing, 
the girl’s body was not, bloated. There was 
comparatively no water inside the body.”’ 
Hundreds of people called at the morgue 
during the evening for the ptrpose of identi- 
fying the body. For a time it was thought 
it might be that of a girl who. had

The chute will obviate 
this trouble and make seven and sevenanda 
half furlong races safer and more popular.

ERN COLLEGE ATHLETIC DISPUTES. 


Intercollegiate Committee 
Will’ Send Out Invitations to Its 
Members and to the Three Seceding 
Universities, Chicago, Michigan, 
and Illinois, to Meet with A. A. U. 
Delegates Next Wednesday to Settle 
if Possible the Present Controversy. 


©. Hughes, délegate-at-large of the 
Amateur Athletic union, and a member of 
the Board of Governors of that body, ar- 
rived in Chicago yesterday to discuss the 
present row among the Western colleges, 
and advise the Central association regarding 
its action in the matter. 

A general conference of the members of 
the Western Intercollegiate Athletic associ- 
ation is to be called for next Wednesday 
afternoon, at which Mr. Hughes, President 
Liginger of the Central association, and other 
A. A. U. officials will be present. The three 
“ceding universities, Michigan, Chicigo,, 
and Iliinois, will be asked to send delegates. 
The present difficulties will be discussed, 
and some amicable settlement will be at- 
tempted, which must necessarily be in the 
nature of a compromise if reached. 

The question now is whether the three uni- 
versities will send representatives. Presi- 
dent Clausen of the intercollegiate will ar- 
rive frqm Wisconsin today té confer with the 
Graduate Executive committee. It is be- 
lieved that as a result some sort of an agree- 
ment can be reached, particularly as the 
Wisconsin faculty has investigated the rec- 
ords of the athletes over whose cases the 
row originated last spring, when Chicago, 
Miehigan, and Illinois withdrew from the 
association because the protested men were 
not disqualified. 

It is believed that Michigan and Illinols 
may serd delegates to hear what the A. A. 
U. and intercollegiate people have to say re- 
garding the matter, but there is some doubt

PROPOSAL IS QUESTIONED. 


President Boldenweck of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict declares that whatever the outcome of 
the litigation now being contested at Joliet 
no active operations will be begun upon the 
portion of the channel under controversy 
until the Supreme Court has passed on the 
The middle of October is the earliest 
possible date when a decision from that 
court can be expected. 

The sanitary trustees argue that they are 
losing $3,600 daily upon their investment of 
$26,000,000 already put into the construc- 
tion, and further allege that the health of a 
million and a half of people is endangered 
by the contamination of the drinking water 
in the Sanitary District on account of an 
inadequate outlet, for which the drainage 
canal is being constructed. Nevertheless, 
rather than have the work menaéed in the 
future by complications and litigations they 
are willing to incur the extra expense and 
have a final settlement of the matter. 

Another point advanced by the trustees 
of the Sanitary District in regard to the 
loss attendant upon the tying up of the 
work is the fact that the construction at 
this point is of such a nature that work at 
any other season of the year than the sum- 
mer months is wholly impracticable. Aftér 
the decision of Judge Hilscher there will not 
be much time for work before frost comes, 
hence the work, in all probability, cannot be 
resumed until next spring. |

The offer to arbitrate was made in Judge 
Hilscher’s courtroom to Attorney F. W. C. 
Hayes of the Sanitary District. Mr. Hayes 
declared the offer was only a bluff on the 
part of the Canal Commissioners. 

*“*If the Canal Commissioners mean busi- 
ne&s,”” he said, “‘ all they have to do is put 
their propositions in writing, and the san- 
itary trustees will meet them half way. 
Meanwhile I shall begin submitting evidence 
to Judge Hilscher tomorrow, the Canal Com- 
missioners having rested their case today.”’ 

“I believe,” said Mr. Snively, ‘if Engi- 
ueer Randolph were appointed by the sani- 
tary trustees with power to settle the dis- 
pute, as far as the Canal Commissioners 
have power to settle it, we could end the 
whole matter in twenty-four hours,” 

After President Snively had made his prop- 
osition to Attorney Hayesa hint was dropped 
semi-officially that the Canal Commissioners 
were willing to settle on another basis. 
This proposition was that if the Sanitary 
District relinquished its claim to all the 
water power from dam No. 1, worth $100,- 
000 a year, and would make a couple of minor 
changes besides, the Canal Commissioners 
would withdraw their objection to the trus- 
tees appropriating the disputed land. This 
proposition is also declared by Attorney 
Hayes to be a “ bluff.’’. 

Snively’s Offer Mistrusted. 

*“ President Snively has no idea of letting 
Mr. Randolph settle the differences between 
the two boards,’ Mr. Hayes said. “If he 
has, he knows how to go about it. If the 
Canal Commissioners were to let Randolph 
settling the dispute they would insist on 
keeping the water rights, and we will never 
relinquish them without an order from the 
court. President Snively knows that well 
enough, and that is why he offered to arbi- 
trate.”’ 

Mr. Randolph, who was in hearing when 
President Snively made his offer, said he 
was willing to arbitrate if the Canal Com- 
missioners mean business. 

‘**T don’t believe the question can be set- 
tled outside of the courtroom, though,’ he 
added. ‘‘ Every one knows what the com- 
‘ mission would demand before leaving the 
dispute to be arbitrated. I don’t believe in 
giving thé canal people the water power they 
are not entitled to, and they know it. 

Judge Hilscher had just overrruled a pro- 
test from the sanitary trustees’ counsel in 
the afternoon when ex-Judge Garnsey an- 
nounced that” the Canal Commissioners 
rested their case. The sudden end of the 
testimony caused a good deal of surprise.

*Curna’s New markable series of edicts 
Ipgas Come issued by the Chinese Em- 
Too Late. peror in favor of modern 
civilized methods and im- 
provements. Perhaps the visit of the Wide- 
awake Japanese, Count Ito, has had some- 
thing tod do with this change in the imperial 
policy of China, though the main influence at 
work is undoubtedly the reform propaganda 
that has grown up among the young Chinese 
element in response to the threatening pres- 
sure upon China from the European powers. 
‘The most radical of these new edicts, estab- 
lishes-a postal service throughout the em- 
pire, and the Emperor frankly avows the 
intention of adopting the good features of 
Western civilization and avoiding the bad 
ones. If this forward movement had been 
initiated by the Chinese a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, instead of waiting for it to be 
forced upon them from without, the integrity 
of the empire might have been preserved. 
Even now, if a system of railways could 
be built at once with Chinese capital, con- 
necting every one of the eighteen provinces 
with Peking, the dismemberment of the em- 
pire might be obviated. But the reforms of 
the Chinese imperial government come too 
late. The enemy isat its doors, and it is still 
without means of communication, and hence 
without the loyalty of its widely scattered 
provinces. The transformation now going 
on in Chinese ideas is wonderful, and these 
edicts of the Emperor are a noteworthy 
sign of the changed times, but it is to be 
feared the new leaven will still work too 
slowly to save the empire. There can be no 
strength or loyalty without communication, 
and a hundred miles over China’s execrable 
wagon roads is worse than three thousand 
over American railways. China must have. 
railways, and the foreign capital that will 
build them will also bring political subjection 
to the European powers that furnish it. 


we should not have the exasperating and 
fatal delays which marred the adoption of 
sanitary measures and the moving of med- 
ical supplies in American and Cuban camps 
during the recent war. 

Dr. Senn says this faulty system will ac- 
count for much of the trouble and loss of 
life, but not for all. He testifies that the 
entire medical staff worked as he never saw 
men work before, and that they were ham- 
pered.and bound hand and foot by the fail- 
ure of some one to provide the means for 
doing the necessary work. Who these de- 
linquents were will doubtless be discovered 
by the commission of inVestigation. It will 
probably. find who was to blame for the 
prolonged absence of lighters for landing 
the rations and medicines at Santiago. It 
will look into the responsibility for the 
bad sanitary arrangements at Chickamauga 
and into the case of the ill-supplied hospital 
transports that took the Santiago patients 
to Montauk Point, along with the other 
things that need investigating. 

In the meantime we have learned many 

“things that will be useful in our future 
occupation of these tropical islands. Dr. 
Senn insists strongly on the need of light 
clothing and of different rations from those 
used in a cooler climate. The Washington 
authorities will also do well to note his 
warning that no body of troops can be sent 
into that hot climate to stay there by the 
year. The garrisons will have to be changed |}. 
from time to time, or they will fall victims 
to the climate almost as completely as did 
the boys of the First Illinois. As for hav- 
ing auy further trouble with the Cubans, 
there ig reason to believe Dr. Sehn over- 
estimates the danger in that quarter. 

The Chicago surgeon’s praise for the work 
of the Army and Navy league, for the Red 
Cross society, and for the Sisters of Mercy 
is net the least item ‘vy the giorious records 

, of the war. The mistakes of inexperience 
ean and should be corrected, and Dr. Senn’s 
observations will be an invaluable aid to 
that end, but when all is said the war of 
liberation and extension just closed will 
shine as one of the brightest pages in Amer- 
ican history, and the whole country will be 
thankful, as Dr. Senn saxs, that the war 
has been brought to a successful conclusion 
with no worse inroads of death and disease’ 


AS TO THE CONDUCT OF THE WAR. | 
Tre Tripune yesterday printed the 
statements of several private soldiers with 
reference to their treatment in the Cuban 
and Porto Rican campaigns. Without as- 
suming that their statements are correct or 
incorrect, it is questionable as a matter of 
fairness and good taste whether it is proper 
to anticipate the work of the investigating 
committee in this manner. ‘The President 
has appointed this commission to make an 
investigation of the conduct of the war, to 
locate any omission of duty on the part of 
officers or departments, and to fix the re- 
sponsibility for all deficiencies and abuses 
which are alleged to have occurred. Until 
that commission has performed its duty it 
would at least be fair to call a halt upon 
individual complaints. There will be the 
amplést opportunity for testimony before 
the commission, and if there has been gross 
neglect or incompetency, or if it can be 
shown that the alleged abuses were in any 
way the outcome of political “ pulls,” THE 
TRIBUNE hopes that the responsible parties 
will be exposed and punished therefor by 
any penalty which can be applied to them. 
There are always two sides to every case, 
however, and it is possible that something 
may be said either in extenuation or denial.

THE MAYOR’S BARBECUES.

This reiterated  in- 
s’stence on public barbecues and free sand- 
wiches has the appearance of a personal 
appeal for the suffrages of a hungry public. 
When the Mayor advocates a “ thoroughly 
democratic ” banquet is he sure he does not 
spell it with a big D? 

There is nothing intrinsically wrong with 
the idea of having three big barbecues in 
the parks of the three divisions of 
the city on the night or day 
of the closing jubilee exercises, but 
neither is there anything wrong in the com- 
mittee’s plan of a select banquet at the 
Auditorium at $10 a cover. Why cannot 
both methods of rejoicing be adopted? Each 
has advantages which the other does not 
possess. One would give pleasure and full 
stomachs to thousands of people, deserving 
or otherwise, accompanied with more or less

SPAIN’S SCHEME FOR DELAY. 

_ Acting Secretary Meiklejohn is right 
when he announces that Spain’s proposal 
to delay the evacuation of Cuba until the 
end of February will not be granted or tol- 
erated. The proposal is so notoriously un- 
reasonable and preposterous that it could 
not have been made in good faith. It bears 
the earmarks of one of Blanco’s tricky 
schemes, He is in no hurry to give up his 
fat job as Captain General, as he will have 
to do when the evacuation commission has 
completed its work. Besides, he still has a 
sneaking desire to take a hand at fighting 
the Americans if there is any hitch in the 
peace negotiations at Paris. The sooner 
Blanco and his Spanish soldiers get out of 
Cuba, bag and baggage, the better it will 
be for the welfare of the island and for our 
owne peace of mind. It is gratifying to see 
that the War department receives this im- 
pudent proposal of delay with the contempt 
it deserves. 

The Spaniards must get out of Cuba 
within the next sixty days: That is ample 
time for the last soldier and robber official 
to get his feet forever off Cuban soil. When 
the Spanish government asks any further 
time it simply exhibits its tricky and unre- 
liable character. The winter is the time 
for our army of occupation to do its work 
in Cuba. Before the end of February the 
island must be under an entirely new gov- 
ernment, and the work of reconstruction 
cannot be done until the Spanish army has 
gone where it can make no trouble. 
If the Spaniards do not get out in the next 
two months the President’s program in this 
regard will be interfered with, and that is 
something that must not happen. The Dons 
must be bundled out with all the speed com- 
patible with humanity. :

It is to 
be feared the Mayor is not thinking about 
jubilating at all, but about the amount of 
political capital that can be made out of the 
occasion in one way or another. 


Mark the marvelous result. The Spanish 
garrison consisted of 25,000 regulars, well 
armed and strongly intrenched, with 10,000 
more men within short marching distance. 
The whole American land force, but little 
more than half the number of the Spanish, 
was landed a dozen miles from the Spanish 
intrerchments. It marched upon the enemy 
through deep mud, torrents of rain, and 
dense tropical underbrush and chaparral, 
with no roads better than mule paths, and 
none of them fit for the passage of ar- 
tillery. Hardly a day’s rations or ammuni- 
tion for a day’s'close fighting could be taken 
to the front. But in the boys went, and 
dashing, resistless attacks they made on the 
Spanish forts, blockhouses, and intrench- 
ments. In all modern warfare more splen- 
did courage has not been exhibited. In less 
than two days’ fighting the Spanish army 
was routed out of its intrenchments and 
driven back into the city pellmell. A panic 
seized them from general officers down to 
private soldiers. They realized that the 
Yankees were invincible, and when they 
were summoned to surrender at discretion 
25,000 of them laid down théir rifles to 16,- 
000 Yankees and Santiago was in our pos- 
session, while every ship of Cervera’s fleet 
was destroyed, . 

These two wondeftful victories following 
each other so quickly filled: the Spanish 
government with amazement and terror. 
It sued for peace and*signed the protocol) 
dictated to it just as a powerful American 
fleet was on the evé of sailing to Spain to 
bombard and destroy its chief ports. Mean- | 
while another army of 15,000 men sailed 
hastily for Porto Rico and began a rapid 
march of conquest towards the capital, 
sweeping all beforeit. This helped power- 
fully to stampede the Spanish. ‘The Spen- 
ish fleet in the Philippines had also been de- 
stroyed by Dewey’s fleet and a land force 
of 20,000 was dispatched thither as fast as 
transportation could be procured at San 
Francisco to help Dewey to conquer every- 
thing Spanish over there. 

The upshot of this brief campaign is that 
Spain has thrown up the sponge and the 
fighting has ceased. The lives of tens of 
thousands of our soldiers have been saved 
and a fearful outbreak of sickness has been 
prevented. Nine-tenths of thé volunteers 
have not had to fire a shot or leave the 
American shores. The whole loss of! life 
from sickness and fatalities in the field is 
still under 2,000 men out of a force of a 
quarter of a million, who have spent four 
months in the sickly semi-tropical season. 
Had the war been pushed slowly the Span- 
iards would have fought harder and held 
out longer, and not less than from 10,000 to 
20,000 of our soldiers’ lives might have been 
lost. 

In any criticism of the conduct of the war 
these facts should be taken into consider- 
ation. Much depended upon the swiftness | 
with which the blow was struck. There 
was great danger in delay, and the advan- | 
tages of delay were all inthe enemy’s favor. 
Undoubtedly we entéred upon the war in a 
state of unreadiness, the outcome of over 
thirty years of peace. Undoubtedly grave

The islands have not asked for 
Statehood, nor would the commission recom- 
mend it for the present. Senator Morgan 
told his hearers that the Territory of Hawaii 
would have its own Legislature and would 
make its own laws, subject to the approval 
of Congress. e Territorial officers to be 
appointed by President McKinley will be a 
Governor and Secretary, three District 
Judges, who will compose the Supreme Court 
of the islands; one District Attorney, and a 
United States Marshal. The United States 
will, of course, take charge of the custom 
house and of the postal department, but in 
all other matters the Hawaiian people will 
be their own masters. By annexation 
Hawali obtains absolute security from out- 
side aggression, and will henceforth have 
the whole American navy to defend it if 
necessary. It secures valuable commercial 
privileges as a part of the union, which will 
be of reciprocal value to us. The commis- 
sion seems to be proceeding on wise lines, 
leaving all local questions to be settled by the 
Hawalian people themselves, and it is to be 
hoped that Congress will continue the same 
policy with regard to the acts of the Ha- 
walian Legislature. Senator Morgan is 
right when he says the future of the Ha- 
waiian people must depend upon themselves. 
The limits of their Territorial privileges 
should be wide and not narrow, and then 
their admission to full Statehood should 
be made to depend upon the wisdom with 
which they use these privileges. If they 
make good use of the opportunities that an- 
nexation gives them they will prosper, and 
if they allow reactionary influences to dom- 
inate them they will soon fall behind. ‘There 
is every reason to believe that Hawali will 
speedily prove its, worthiness to become a | 
full-fledged State.

German View of Destiny of This Nation 


- ment Over Corruption. - 


Seventy-five years ago united Europe was 


compelled to view the secession of the Span- 
‘Ish colonies without protest, because the 
United States and England laid their pro- 
tecting hands over the rebellious States, and 
now old Europe must, despite all gnashing 
of teeth, look on while America gathers in 
the most magnificent colonies and renders 
certain her sovereignty over a canal, which 
will soon be opened for the largest ships in 
the world, between the oceans. Great 
Britain, mistress of the Suez~Canal, the 


Nicaragua Canal, are now closely united and 
ready for concerted action in Eastern Asia, 
where Russia had already believed herself 
absolute. 

The position of the United States as a 
power has been advanced extraordinarily by 
the last war. Her financial strength, agri- 
cultural standing, the rapid development of 
industries, the consciousness of power and 
relatively superior condition of life of her 
population make the United States one of 
the first factors among the powers of the 
world. ‘ 

Close connection with England means the 
beginning of a policy which, though more 
than ever preventing the intervention of 
European States in American disputes, will 
not necessitate on the part of the United 
States non-interference in political affairs 
outside of America. In fact, even during the 
late confusion in Armenia, American diplo- 
macy had begun to give up standing aloof 
where European affairs were concerned. 
In Samoa, indeed, the United States had 
even before this prevented annexation by 
Germany, and by dexterous maneuvering 
insured for itself the most influential posi- 
tion in this important group of islands. 

The Pacific Ocean will now be drawn more 
and more into the spheres of interest of the 
great republic. In spite of the opposition of 
the politicians, who cling to the traditional 
external policy of America, the Stars and 
Stripes have been raised’ on Samoa. The 
union will establish itself in the Philippines 
as well as in the Ladrones; in China it will 
soon inake its influence felt along with the 
other powers, and Japan seeks friendly rela- 
tions with it. 

Thus a great power confronts Russia’s 
victorious course in Eastern Asia, and the 
constellation. of the world power is enor- 
mously changed. The union’s wealth in men 
and money will not be satisfied with expan- 
sion in the Pacific, however; already there is 
talk in America of stationing a considerable 
fleet in the Mediterranean and to acquire a 
coaling station on the coast of Morocco. 

Today England is drawn to the side of the 
United States, and the two richest countries 
are virtually united. But England knows 
well that there can be no lasting alliance. 
The United States must look toward the 
north as well as the south, and sooner or 
later absorb Canada and the northwestern 
territories. The time, though perhaps far 
away, will come when the British flag will 
cease to fly on the American continent. Thus 
the rapid dé&Vvelopment of the United States 
means today, and will mean more and more 


ance of the world’s balance of power. The 
time has passed when holy alliances and 
conventions of monarchs thought to decide 
the fate of the world. : 

Spain’s wealth and power, once the great- 
est on earth—they are gome, and on the new 
continent a new gigantic power makes ready 
to take decisive hand.in the machinery of the 
earth. If the representatives of the decay- 
ing world are resigned to the new era, we on 
our part rejoice at the change, not that we 
have any special antipathy for the Spanish 
people or sympathy for the ruling classes 
beyond the sea. But in Spain there is col- 
lapsing a state that sought to rule by keep- 
ing the masses in ignorance, by violations 
of constitutional rights, perjury, official cor- 
ruption, and brutal militarism. Spain has 
heen left behind—it is the picture of mori- 
bund monarchy. 

Beyond the sea, however, we see, in spite. 
of the corruption of the dominant classes, in 
spite of the malignant outgrowths of capi- | 
talism, a land without the traditions and sins 
of the past—a land without militarism, with 
freedom of speech and religion—a land that 
does much for the education of the masses. 
Contrasted with Spain, America means prog- 
ress. Spain’s defeat was a defeat for Euro- 
pean militarism as well; America’s victory a 
victory of the volunteer soldiery. 

In 1823 the United States; then a people of 
about 10,000,000, dared to declare the Monroe 
doctrine, and, what is more important, suc- 
ceeded in having it respected by Europe. To- 
day the United States is a nation of more 
than 75,000,000, which occupies one of the 
first positions in the world. Soon she will 
send over the seas, in addition to her agri- 
cultural products, the output of her rapidly 
developing industries, and at the turning 
point of the century the youngest of our 
countries is about to take decisive part in the 
disputes of the world.—Editor of the Berlin 
Vorwirts, 


United Front Against America. 

The advent of the United States into the 
ranks of great military powers has inspired 
M. Paul Leroy-Beaulieu of Paris with some 
apprehension regarding a possible Anglo- 
Saxon domination of the world, and he 
warmly advocates the enunciation of a Mon- 
roe doctrine for Europe. He also recom- 
mends a confederation of European States 
and thinks that under certain circumstances 
the Czar’s disarmament proposal may make 
this possible. — 

In this week’s Economiste Francais he 
points out that in 1950 the population of the 
United States will probably be between 120,- 
000,000 and 130,000,000. If Great Britain and 
her colonies join with the United States the 
result would be a group of Anglo-Saxons 
re ‘between 200,000,000 and 220,000.- 


After enumerating the advantages which 
would accrue to Europe from a general dis- | 
armamemt, M. Leroy-Beaulieu considers the 
possibility of realizing this “‘ philanthropic 
plan.” He says that apart from the treaty 
of there is no cause for hate or 
discord between the peoples of continental 
Europe. Supposing that in 1871 Germany 
had exacted, besides the war indemnity, 
about which there was no bargaining, the 
digmantling of the French fortifications in 
Alsace-Lorraine there would now be no 
cause for dissent between French and Ger- . 
mans. There is, he says, between the two 
peoples no. constitutional antagonism. The . 
only obstacle between them is this terrible 
treaty of Frankfort. ' 

M. Leroy~Beaulieu then asks if in the gen- 
eral interests of civilization and in-the par- 
ticular interest of Germany it is possible 
to get over this obstacle. He thinks it pos- 
sible if.a combination such as the one 
suggested by a great Alsatian patriot, Jean 
Dolifus, could be accepted. According to © 

proposal, Germany should for an in-~ 
demnity give back Metz and the rest of 
Lorraine to France, and should, besides, | 
leave Alsace. free to. canstitute itself into a | 
small neutral State, guaranteed by all the” 
powers; or to join Switzerland, of which it 
would form two cantons, while still remain- | 
ing’ part of the German zollverein.

MEXICAN SYMPATHY FOR SPAIN. 


‘Mayor of Vera Cruz Sympathizes with 
Spain and Denounces the United 
States in a Public Speech. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—Many Mex!i- 
cans are still avowing openly their sympa- 
thy for Spain, according to reports received 
im this city. On last Saturday the national 
Memorial day of the Mexican nation, when 
the monuments to the soldiers who fell in the 
Mexican war with the United States and the 
graves of their heroes were decorated, the 
Mayor of Vera Cruz, a Spaniard by birth, 
took occasion to dehounce the United States 
by recalling the war between this country 
and Mexico fifty years ago. It was but 
right, he said, that the sympathy of the 
Spain in her un- 

struggie against the guperior power 
of the United States. 

“ We are of the same race,” hesaid. “ We 
epost the same language. The people of the 

nited States are as much foreign to us as 
if they were on the continent of Europe. 
Our customs and manners are those of the 

ople who speak the Spanish language. 

e%,cans, too, must not forget the injustice 
which the republic on the north imposed 
upon thig country. We should remember 
it today more than ever before. The Amer- 
icans are for the most part of the Anglo- 
Saxon race, and as such are opposed to the 
Latin race. Consequently we must stand 
together as brothers. 

* The United States in an unequal struggle 
against Mexico deprived us of a large part of 
our valuable territory, It is now engaged in 
doing the same thing to our mother country 
—Spain. She has made a noble defense of 
her rights, but no less so than did the brave 
Mexicans whose memory we commemorate 
today. The United States sent against us 
125,000 [50,000 all tolé—Ed.] well armed and 
equipped men, yet we fought them manfully 
and contested to the last every inch of terri- 
tory which they sought fo wrench from us. 
[Not more than 12, Americans fougft 
the Mexicans in any battle. But they won 
all the battles. At Buena Vista General 
Zach Taylor, with 5,000 men, whipped 20,000 

ricans thras the Mexicans in ev 

‘Mexicans made a much better fight for 
their rights than did the Cuba 
should never have been given up without a 
more desperate struggie. The United States 
sent to Cuba but a little more than 17,000 
soldiers, and at least one-third of them were 
sick at all timesin the hospitals. But whata 
spectacle we have! The whole Island of 
Cuba surrendered because of the presence of 
this mere handful of soldiers. We have 300 
marines landing alone on the shores of Cuba 
and planting the flag of the United States, 
and yet there are 200,000 tried and seasoned 
Spanish soldiers in Cuba who permit that, 
and who have made little or no resistance 
to the intervention of the United States. 

“We see a Spanish General surrendering 
his army, his arms, and his territory with 
only a feeble resistance. We see.a Captain 
General in tears because of the loss of 
Spain’s most valuable colony, and we see ithe 
greatest of Spanish Admirals taken prisoner 
while endeavoring to escape in his under- 
clothes, and all of them signing agreements, 
save one brave man, to be paraded before 
re American public and taken to Annap- 
olis. 

_“* Had the Mexicans in 1848 had no force to 
contend against greater than has Spain in 
this Spanish-American war, Mexico would 
still be sovereign .over a large terrilory 
which is now in the American union, and the 
Rio Grande would not form the boundary 
between the two countries. Yet we must 
ever regard the friendship of Spain as some- 
thing to be prized and look with caution 
upon things emanating from American 
sources.’’—New York Sun.

MRS. B. L. HOWISON GETS A PORTION 
OF C, E. ROBINSON’S PROPERTY. 


Eastern Heirs Agree That She Shall 
Receive Property Valued.at $125,000 
im Addition to a Cash Payment— 

- gait by Two Others Claiming to Be 
Children Now Pending—Story of a

One of the children of Millionaire Curtis 
E. Robinson, who died in this city in 1892, 
has just received a portion of her father’s 
estate after several years of bitter litigation. 

Robinson’s brother and sister and nieces, 
living near Worcester, Mass., have up to this 
time contested on the ground that the claims 
of the three children living here were barred 
by an alleged illegality in their mother’s 
they have agreed to 
compromise with one child, and Mrs. Bessie 
L. Howison is to receive a sixth of the late 
millionaire’s property. A suit brought by 
the other two children, Curtis E. Robinson 
Jr., 83150 Wabash avenue, and Mrs. Martha 
J. Ruprecht, is still pending in the United 
States Circuit Court. 

Senator Spooner of Wisconsin is attorney 
for the Massachusetts relatives, who are 
David Robinson, a brother, and Ann Maria 
Robinson, his wife; Betsy Eames, a sister, 
and Albert W. Eames, her husband; and the 
following, the women being nieces: Lillian 
I. Randall and J. Edwin Randall, Bertha 
and Lawrence W. Weston, Jessie Coleman 
and Samuel E. Coleman, Rose and Albert 
F. Adams. 

These heirs now quit claim to Mrs. Howi- 
s0n an undivided half of the undivided third 
of the property for a nominal consideration 
of $1. The deed bears $125 in revenue 
stamps, equal to a consideration of $125,000. 
This shows the total value of the property 
to be $750,000. In"addition to this Robinson 
left about $30,000 in personal property. 

W. D. Washburn, Mrs. Howison’s attor- 
ney, says she receives a sum in addition to 
the interest in the real estate, but just how 
much he will not tell. 

Robinson was known chiefly in his later 
years as a real estate operator. He was 
once a member of the Chicago police force. 
He had large: interests in the city, most of 


his property being between Jackson boule- 


— and Twenty-second street on the South 

Robinson had a son by his first wife, who, 
when 16 or 17 years old, being adventurous, 
went on a cruise aboard a whaling vessel. 
After his return he traveled to Havana in 
the ’70’s, and wrote one letter from there to 
the Massachusetts: relatives. Since then he 
has never been heard from. | 

The Massachusetts end of the family ad- 
mit the legitimacy of this child. The three 
living children were born subsequently. 

Immediately after Robinson’s death the 
litigation over the property began, and has 
continued ever since. 

The property in dispute is located princl-

STARS FOUND IN THE NEBULA. 


Profeesor Colbert Talks of the Discov- 
. ery Made in Andromeda by Astrono- 
* mers at Pulkowa Observatory. 


A special dispatch from the Cambridge, 
Mass., Observatory to THE TRIBUNE an- | 
nounces the receipt of a cablegram from the 
Pulkowa Observatory in Russia, to the ef- 
fect that a stellated condensation in the 
center of the Andromeda nebula has been 
observed. 

** About a Gozen years ago,”’ said Professor 
Ellas Colbert last night at his house, 2 
‘Groveland Park, “ the attention of astron- 
omers was called to the more condensed part 
of the well-known nebula in the constella- 
tion Andromeda. A star was discovered in 
the nucleus and it proved to be a variable 
one, that is, its light was comparatively 
bright for a time and then faded out. This 
cable message must be understood to mean 
that this nucleus has been examined by the | 
Pulkowa astronomers and found to be com- 
posed of stars instead of gas like the matter 
surrounding it. 

“The nebula of Andromeda was discovered 
in 1612 by Simon Marius or Mayer. It is 
’ pearly overhead about a half an hour after 
midnight, passing only a degree and a half 
south of our zenith.”’ 


CHURCH SINKING IN A MINE. 


Catholic Edifice Worth $8,000 Near 
Hazleton, Pa., Is a Wreck 


Owing to a Cave-In. 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 21.—St. Patrick's 
Church at Audenried is slowly sinking into 
the mines, and abandonment of the property 
will be necessary. For the last ten hours the 
ground has been settling and the southern 
wing of the church is almost entirely torn 
away, the main building being supported 
only by two badly twisted pillars. Father 
Malloy ordered the removal of everything 
from the church this morning. The cause 
of the cave-in is a sudden rush of coal ina 
Yangway running beneath four large pillars 
of coal in a breast directly under the build- 
ing. The church is valued at $8,000. Large 
fissures have appeared in the territory sur- 
rounding the church, but thus far no other 
properties are affected.

'MARQUISE DE. FONTENOY’S LETTER. 


[Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.) 

’ Emperor Francis Joseph, in taking steps 
to secure the destruction at Geneva in the 
presence of the Austro-Hungarian Envoy 
and his consular officiale of the weapon 
with which the Empress was assassinated, 
as well as the surgical instruments used by 
the Swiss physicians in making the post- 
mortem examination, has acted in accord- 
ance with royal and old world usage and 
tradition in the matter. 

It is a custom which is based partly on su- 
perstition and partly on a determination to 
prevent articles of this kind from falling into 
the hande of dealers in curios and being 
placed on exhibition in some more or less 
reputable museum or traveling show. 

Until fifty years ago the weapons used for 
the assassination of members of reigning 
houses, or of great personages, as well as 
any surgical instruments employed in treat- 
ing their injuries, or for purposes of post- 
mortem examination and embalmment, were 
filed away, or ground to pieces. 

When, however, the priest Martin Merino 
attempted to murder Queen Isabella of Spain 
in 1852 as she was entering the Metropolitan 
Church of the Attoccha in order to undergo 
the ceremony of churching after the birth 
of her eldest daughter, it was found that the 


| blade of the poniard which he had used to 


wound her Majesty was of such exquisitely 
tempered steel that it resisted every file and 
stone. 

This was related in the newspapers of the 
day, and the superstitious Spaniards became 
so excited about the matter that the Cab- 
inet was forced to' occupy itself about the 
affair and to take steps for the destruction of 
the knife by means of sulphuric acid in order 
to allay public feeling, and to remove the 
impression that there was something super- 
natural and magic about the dagger. 

Since then sulphuric acid always been 
used for purposes of this kind, the most 
recent instances being in the case of the re- 
volver with which Golli assassinated the 
Spanish Premier Canovas, the knife which 
the would-be assassin of King Humbert so 
terribly wounded his Prime Minister Carioli, 
the gun with which King George ef Greece 
was shot at a year ago, and the pistol with 
which an attempt was made to take the life 
of the late King Alphonso of Spain. 

From this it will be seen that in causing the 
destruction .by means of sulphuric acid of 
the weapon with which the Empress was 
assassinated, as well as the surgical instru- 
ments employed in the post-mortem exam- 
ination of her Majesty’s remains, Emperor 
Francis Joseph has after all merely complied 
with usage and custom in the matter. 

Let me add that he has likewise caused to 
be brought to Vienna for preservation inthe 
imperial palace the bed on which the body 
of the murdered Empress lay until placed in 
the coffin.

It is necessary that the sponsor should be 
a Knight of the Order, and at the present 
moment the only three Frenchmen who are 
Knights thereof are the Duke of Orleans, 
who is in exile, the latter’s grandun¢le, the 
Prince de Joinville, and his uncle®the Count 
d’'Eu, husband of the ex-Crown Princess of 
B 3 j 

As none of these Princes has ever crossed 
the threshold of the Elysée since the late 
Marshal MacMahon resigned office, Presi- 
dent Faure finds himself rather in q@ quan- 
dary, and is now asking whether it will be 
necessary to import a Knight of the Order 
from Madrid in order to assist at the cere- 
mony. . 

Don Montero Rios, President of the Senate, 
is himself a Knight of the Golden Fleece, but 
the Spanish Ambassador at Paris does not 
possess this distinction. 

The collar of the order conferred upon 
President Faure will have to be returned to 
the Spanish crown at his death, with his 
name engraved on one of the links. 

The same rule prevails with regard to the 
Order of the Garter. I do not know whose 
collar President Faure will receive. But 
that worn by King Humbert.of Italy, and 
which was conferred upon him by the Em- 
peror of Ausfria, originally belonged and 
was worn by Christopher Columbus, whose 
name was engraved thereon, while that worn 
by the late Emperor Frederick of Germany 
belonged centuries ago to Cortez, the dis- 
coverer and conqueror of Peru. Let me add 
in conclusion that this distinction practically 
invests the tanner’s ex-apprentice with 
Spanish nobility, since as a Knight of the 
Golden Fleece he becomes a grandee of the 
first class in Spain. 


In contradistinction to the unpopularity 
of General Sir Herbert Kitchener is the uni- 
versal affection which is accorded to his 
chief of staff and principal lieutenant, Gen- 
eral Hunter, who at the battle of Omdurman 
commanded the Egyptian infantry division, 
and who enjoys the distinction of being the 
youngest officer with the rank of “ Gen- 
eral”’ in the British army. He is a man of 
good family and of wealth, and can look the 
world in the face with the consciousness that 
he never owed a bad debt, or had to pinch his 
naturally generous inclination.

The number 
of visiting merchants who place house orders 
is something never before known in this 
. The influx is due largely to the 
work of the National Association of Mer- 
chants and Travelers, which has made the 
fall meetings held in this city particularly 
attractive to out-of-town retailers.

PROSECUTION FOR CRUELTY. 


Railroads are paying no attention to the 
order of the Interstate Commerce commis-

@ car on live stock delivered at the Union 
Btock-Yards in this city to be unreasonable 
and unlawful and recommending that charge 
be reduced so as not to exceed $lacar. The 
erder became effective on Sept. 15, but the 


_ railroads have secured from their law de- 


ments an opinion that the $2 charge is 
eral which indicates that they have no 
intention of complying with the ruling of the 
commission. The Cattle Raisers’ associa- 
tion of Texas and the Chicago Live Stock Ex- 
change are now preparing to enforce the 
erder of the commission through the United 
Btates Court and carry the case, if neces- 
sary, to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

The railroads here have been charging $2 
car for several years. At Kansas City, 
competing points, no 
charge whatever made, although the ex- 
pense to the railroads in some cases is great- 
Chicago. In almost all cases the 
actual cost to the railroads in making the 
Chicago delivery is 80 cents a car. 

Charges Held to Be 

The Railroad and Warehouse commission 
of Illinois some time ago decided that the 
whole switching charge is illegal. Judge 
Grosscup in a case against the Santa Fé 
road also declared the charge illegal, and 
ordered it to be discontinued. On appeal, 
however. Judge Showalter reversed the de- 
cision of Judge Grosscup, and upon this de- 
cision the railroads base their refusal to 
carry out the recent decision of the Inter- 
etate Commerce commission. 

The live stock shippers jclaim that Judge 
Showalter merely decided that as a matter 
of law the raté on live stock to Chicago 
need not necessarily include the terminal 
or delivering expenses in delivering the live 
stock at the Union Stock-Yards. Beyond 
this single legal proposition the court did 
not pretend to go. ; 

The National Association of Merchants 
and Travelers has perfected arrangements 
for a conference with the railroad officials 
in this city on Oct. 5 to discuss ways and 
means to secure the speedy passage by Con- 
gress of a national anti-scalping law. To. 
lessen the evil of discrimination in rates is 
another subject that will be discussed. A 
banquet will be given inthe evening. Paul 
Morton, Vice President of the Santa Fé, 
wili be the principal orator for the railroad 
and A. M. Compton of the John VY. Farwell 
company will make the oration for the 
merchants. Informal speeches wit be made 


‘by some of the guests. 


Alleged Cruelty to Cattle 


Action was begun against the Chicago 
and Northwestern railway company in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday on 
charges of having confined “cattle and 
gwine for a longer period than twenty-eight 
hours without unloading the same for rest, 
water, or feeding.’ If conviction results a 
penalty of $1,500 may be imposed.” The 
charge of neglect is made with respect to 
sixteen carloads of cattle and swine which, 
were shipped in South Omaha and con- 
signed to Rosenbaum Bros. in Chicago. As- 
sistant United States Attorney Pagin said: 

“ The agents of the shippers are really re- | 
sponsible for the ill-treatment of the cattle, 
Dut the government holds the railroad com- 
panies blamable, inasmuch as they can pre- 
vent such infractions. The present case is, 
the first prosecution of this nature in Chi-

PLANS OF RUSSIA 
ARE EXPLAINED 
COUNT CASSINI. 


Denial That Unfriendly Moves Against 
the United States Are in the Program 
—Peaceful Commercial Policy in Chi- 

ga Is Contempiated. 


Hartford, Conn., Sept. 21—A special dis- 
patch to the Times from Narragansett Pier 
gives an interview with Count Cassini, the 
Russian Ambassador, in which he says: 

‘There has beem absolutely no change in 
Russian sentiment or policy toward the 
United States, nor does there exist a reason 
for such a change within my knowledge. 
Russian policy does not @onflict with inter- 
ests of the United States in any part of the 
world, no more in China than in England. 
Russia seeks only peaceful and friendly re- 
lations with all other nations.”’ 

The correspondent reminded the Ambassa- 
dor that the American people were now 
asked by English writers to believe that 
some of the continental powers had sought 
to arrange a project for international inter- 
vention on behalf of Spain in the recent 
war, and that this plan of action had been 
defeated by the refusal of Great Britain to 
be a ‘party to it or even to consent to see 
other powers engage in it, thereby placing 
this country under a new and special obliga- 
tion to the British people. 

‘“‘T never heard that there was such a prop- 
osition by any of the powers,’’ said Count 
Cassini. ‘‘ On the contrary, all the powers 
carefully maintained their neutrality 
throughout the wer between the United 
States and Spain.” 

Coming to the question of Russian devel- 
opment in the Orient, Count Cassini said: 

“In building the Siberian railroad it was 
found that the route necessary to be fol- 
lowed reaching Viadivostock was a difficult 
one, made so especially by the existence of 
areas of almost impassable marshes. The 
engineering problems presented by that 
route were practically insurmountable. We 
also found that it was absolutely necessary 
to cross Chinese Manchuria in order to ob- 
tain an ice-free port, which was essential 
to enable the railroad to be a commercially 


‘successful enterprise. Our Pacific port at 


Viadivostock, on the Siberian coast, is closed 
by ice during the winter months. 

** We are not building a railroad simply for 
the purpose of laying down steel rails or 
for the fun ofthe thing. It must have traffic 
when it is built, in order to justify the in- 
vestmenf, and so we sought a terminus to 
the southward, where the ships of all na- 
tions could come at all seasons of the year. 
We obtained from the Chinese government 
a lease of territory for a term of years, Hke 
the lease of Kiao-Chou by the Germans and 
Wei-Hai-Wei by the British.” 

In regard to the future of China Count 
Cassini said: ‘* There will be no partition 
of China. There were 429,000,000 of people 
in that country when the last effort was 
made to obtaifi a count of them. It isa huge 
population in a vast country. ButlI + not 
expect té see it divided.’’ 

Upon the subject of the Phili sabin the 
Ambassador had no opinion to express, his 
attitude being merely that of an observer of 
what is happening in that part of the world, 
The Russian government, he said, did not 
concern itself with the lower parts of China 
or with outlying islands. As to the ques- 
tion of the acquisition of the Philippines by 
this country he went no further than to re- 
mark: ‘ “It is a grave problem ’’—meaning 
that it was a grave problem for the people 


of the United States. 


M. CAMBON MAY GO TO VIENNA. 


French Ambassador to United States 
ie Be Transferred to the Court of 


Austria-Hungary. 


Paris, Sept. 21.—The Echo de Paris says M. 
Cambon, the French Ambassador at Wash- 
ington, is. to be transferred to Vienna, 

A. L. de Lalande, the Consul for France 
at San Francisco, has been transferred to 
Naples, and A. D. de Trebriand, French Con- 
sul at Cardiff, Wales, will replace M. La- 
lande at San Francisco. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 21.—The report 
from Paris that Ambassador Cambon would 
be transferred to Vienna is not credited at 
the French Embassy here. At the same 
time, while a transfer to-this particular post 
is said to be improbable, the opinion is grow- 
ing in well posted diplomatic quarters that 
M. Cambon will before long take one of the 
European missions of the rank of Rome, 
Madrid, or Constantinople. . 

The personal preferences of the Ambassa-~ 
dor are toward remaining in Washington, 
as his stay here has been most congenial 
and his services conspicuous, including the 
negotiation of the first and only reciprocity 
treaty under the Dngley law and the con- 
duct of the delicate negotiations leading up 
to the conclusion of our peace with Spain. 
It is rather doubtful, however, whether the 
Ambassador will wish to bring Mme. Cam- 
bon and his young daughter across the 
water. Their associations are all on the 
other side, and for these personal reasons 
M. Cambon may find it more agreeable to 
take a European post rather than continue 
at Washington. 

It is the general. wish among the officials 
of the State department and throughout the 
diplomatic corps that, M. Cambon return to 
Washington and complete his term of ser- 
vice after his coming trip to Paris. He re-

MERRIAM GIVES A DINNER. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 21.—[Special.]—** For- 
ward march!” Down the long line the cry, 
was taken up, transmitted from Chief Mar- 
shal to Chief of Staff, from Marshals to aids, 
and Majors to Captains. Slowly the great 
line of the parade, 20,000 strong, started on 
its march through the city’s streets. At 
the word of command the tap, tap of the 
drums beat the air and the shrill blasts of the 
bugles were lost in the blare of hundreds of 
bands. 

It was shortly after noon, and the grand 
parade of the Independent Order of Oddfel- 
lows, in honor of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
of the order, was in fullswing. Cheers filled 
the air and tumultuous applause greeted the 
head of the column ag the Chief Marshal 
and his aids, escorted by the Underwood 
Hussars in glittering regalia, mounted upon 
gayly bedecked horses, swung down Bos- 
ton’S grandest avenue at the head of the 
line, miles in length. 

It was a brilliant pageant, the like of 
which has never been seen in the history of 
Oddfellowship, and the equal of which has 
seldom been witnessed in Boston’s streets. 
Brilliant in their regalia of flashing gold, the 
Patriachs Militant marched on the right of 
the line. Resplendent in the royal purple

The weather was 
perfect. Many of the cantons—some of them 
prize winners—were proficient in their pecu- 
liar drills and marched, countermarched, 
formed squares and crosses, to the great de- 
light of the thousands along the line of 
march. Probably the most enthusiastic re- 
ception was accorded the cantons from New 
York, which formed a regiment in the first 
grand division. Many of these cantons wore 
white leggings and their marching, 
alignment, and general bearing were far 
ahead of the majority of the Patriarchs 
Militant. Another canton that won applause 
was Canton McKeen of Terre Haute, Ind. It 
was drilled on the march bya Captain of the 
Thirty-third Michigan Volunteers, and won 
considerable applause for proficiency. 

At the head of Bunker Hill Encampment 
was carried a miniature monument. The 
standard of the Rhode Island encampments 
was borne by a brother attired as an In- 
dian. Palestine Encampment of Woon- 
socket, R. I., carried one of the few mascots 
seen in the parade. It was a fat, white billy 
goat that trotted along most unconcernedly. 
Following the encampments came the subor- 
dinate lodges, which turned out with full 
ranks. 

At the State House Governor Wolcott and 
his staff reviewed the parade, and at City 
Hall Mayor Quincy did the same. The 
Chief Marshal, General F. B. Merriam, with 
his staff, reviewed the line at Joy street, just 
beyond the State House, and the Department 
Commander reviewed it at the corner of Bea- 
conand Walnut streets. 

This evening there was an Oddfellows’ en- 
tertainment in Music Hall and General Mer- 
riam gave a dinner to the head officers of the 
parade at the Hotel Brunswick.

NEW PLAN FOR A BARBECUE 


* "The locations of fifteen arches for tho 
peace jubilee were selected yesterday, and 
the designs of the Sigsbee and Schley arches 
were accepted by Chairman Louis N. Stumer | 
ot the Committee on Decorations. Oscar J. 
¥riedman will superintend the floral decora- 
tions of all the arches. The contract for 
constructing them has been awarded to E. 
. D. Allen, official decorator of the Nashville 
- an@ Omaha expositions, who was assistant 
‘decorator under F. D. Millet at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. The locations of the 
arches as selected will be as follows, num- 
bered in the order in which they will be 
passed in the line of march:

The “* Sigsbee arch ”’ is designed to be for- 
ty-eight feet high and from forty-two to 
sixty-six feet wide, according to the space 
available. It will be surmounted with a 

_ replica of the Maine sixteen feet high. The 
will be shown anchored in Havana 
Bay, with the city and Morro Castle in the 
background. To the left will be depicted the 
destruction of the Maine. On the right ped- 
estal will be a feminine figure representing 
the nation weeping for her dead. Ascrollat 
the foot of the figure will contain an inscrip- 
/ tion, the text for which has not yet been se- 
fected. The left pedestal will contain as 
‘many names of.the victims of the explosion 
{as room will permit, and the remainder will 
be inserted on the monument over which 
' Columbia is leaning as she mourns the dead | 
gailors. A portrait of Captain Sigsbee, either 
' painted or modeled in semi-relief, will hang 
the middie of the arch. Castle turrets, 
‘each twenty feet high, will surmount either 
pedestal. 

The -Schiey arch will present a reproduc- 
,fttion of the fleet of the Admiral as it met 
' Cervera’s vessels coming from Santiago har- 

bor. Hach of the famous battleships will be 
produced in miniature and the portrait of 
Gchiey will be shown at the base of the kty- 
stone, 


‘New Plan for Barbecue. 


Chairman Truax of the peace jubilee of- 
Yered a new suggestion yesterday regarding 
the proposed barbecue in connection with 
the celebration, which he thinks is prac- 
ticable.

LINCOLN COMMISSIONERS ESTIMATE 
- THEIR NEXT YEAR’S NEEDS. 


Board ine Considers the Purchase of 


New Animals for the “Zoo ”—Has 


Offers of a Leucoryx, a Quagga, and 
an Orang Outang of Many Accom- 
plishments—Saddie and Cycle Club 
Asks for a Harbor—Polo Ground De- 


sired, 


The Lincoln Park board in executive ses- 
sion yesterday voted to ask $396,000 from the 
taxpayers of North Chicago and Lake View 
for the maintenance of the park next year. 
This is the same amount asked for last year, 
but that figure was cut down by the town 


received by the park board. Of the amount 
requested tor next year $50,000 will be used 
for interest and as a sinking fund for, bonds. 
All the commissioners were present except 
President Woodworth and Commisioner H. 
N. May, both of whom are out of town.

Commissioner Hand said that the park was 
already full of statues and bronze groups, 
and he didn’t know of,any place where the 
leucoryx could be put. 

General Winston was in favor of the leu- 
coryx, but feared it might eat the rest of 


Secretary Bryan at this juncture arrived | 
with a dictionary and announced that a 


leucoryx was in reality “‘ oryx leucoryx,” 
and was a distant relative on its father’s. 
side to the gemsbok. Both are species of 
antelope. 

As soon as the social standing of the leu- 
coryx was discovered the board heard the 
rest of Mr. Bostock’s letter,. which. con- 
tained an offer to sell for $250 a quagga, war- 
ranted gentle, and not to kick or bite, well 
broken to harness, and capable of being 
either driven or-ridden. He also offered a 
blesbok for. $100. Between .these animals 
the board was inclined to hesitate, and the 
quagga, the leucoryx, and the blesbock were 
all put on the table until next meeting. 

I. L. Buck of Philadelphia offered the board 
a highly accomplished young orang-oulang

Mr. Shortall said 
majority of the _ residents living in 
Prairie avenue did not want Sixteenth 
street paved unless the board would agree 
to improve the other cross streets. Their

WHOLESALE AND 
RETAIL DRUGGISTS 
: ARE UP IN ARMS. 


Attempt of Manufacturers of Patent 
Medicines to Force Them to Pay War 


| Tax Will Be Vigorously Resented by 


the Dealers. 


Wholesale and retail druggists are up in 
arms at the way in which the war tax is 
operating in their business. The tax, which 
ranges from one-eighth of a cent to two and 
a half cents on proprietary medicines, i+ is 
charged is being handled by manufacturers 
in such a way as to throw the whole burden 
on the retailer, the competition among the 
latter forcing them to refrain from attempt- 
ing to collect the tax from the consumer. 

In consequence of this state of affairs and 
the agitation it has led to the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ association has calied 
a meeting of its members tn St. Louis three 
weeks hence. Yesterday another circular 
reached the trade signed by President 
Charles F. WelHer of-the association, ex- 
plaining the objects of the meeting. - . 

‘“* The grievance in detail,”’ said a promi- 
nent drug jobber, “is that the manufactur- 
ers of the principal propristary articles have 
put up-their prices from 50c to $1 a dozen, 
while the retailer, forced to meet the prices 
of cut rate establishments, must sell at the 
old price and practically pay the tax. Ex- 
perience of the last ten weeks shows the 
public will not do it, and that fact is being 
recognized by a number of manufacturers, 
One concern in Milwaukee manufacturing 
a popular extract gave notice to the trade 
yesterday that it would not hereafter at- 


‘tempt to collect the tax from the trade. 


What we shall do at St. Louis lam un- 
able to say. It is quite certain the trade is 
strongly worked up over the matter, but I 
do not now anticipate that wholesalers and 
retailers will adopt any formal resolutions 
to press a repeal of the tax on Congress.
